Alan Patterson, a former New 
Canaan resident intimately and af- 
rectionately remembered by many 
local people, passed away at Newton 
Center, Mass., Tuesday. 

Until he moved to Yarmouth, 
Nova Scotia, in 1915, Mr. Patterson 
then living at 48 Cherry Street, was 
active in many local enterprises, all 
of them distinctly unselfish in their 
civic objectives. 

He was a founder of the first 
Boy Scout troop here and devoted 
nearly his entire time to the pro- 
motion of this pioneer movement.

John Patterson dies 


Tributes from astronomers and amateur 
and professional stargazers all over the 
country have been received here following 
the death Nov. 26 of John Patterson, 69, 
Planetarium Director Emeritus and dean of 
the Museum staff. 

Patterson died at the New England 
Deaconness Hospital following a lengthy 
illness. 

He had retired from the Museum staff 
only last May after 34 years’ employment, 
but he had continued to work on special 
Planetarium projects from his impre 
home workshop in Newton. 


tarium programs through the years. 
Especially noteworthy is the unique, three- 
dimensional Boston Skyline which has kept 
apace with the city's construction activ- 
ities. Other examples of his work are a 
fantastically detailed panorama of Venice; 
and the bucolic New England countryside 
scene used in the Christmas showing. 

Patterson began working at the old 
Museum of Natural History in 1937 as 
general assistant: soon became Preparator, 
then Curator of Scientific Collections and, 
in 1950, Planetarium Director. 

He conceived and, with Clyde Albee's 
assistance, developed and built the well- 
known Little Planetarium — first of its kind 
in the world — which traveled to schools 
and lecture halls all over New England 
some 20 years ago. The interest it evoked 
led eventually to the construction of the 
Charles Hayden Planetarium here. 

A one-time vaudeville magician, saxo- 
phonist, commercial artist, and hunting and 
fishing euide, Patterson was a marvel of 
versatility. Many Museum exhibits are 
direct evidence of his creativity. 

He is survived by his wife, Grace, and 
two children, Kenneth of San Francisco, 
and Nancy Doherty of Rhode Island. 

In his honor, the Museum has estab- 
lished the John Patterson Memorial Fund, 
to which friends and co-workers are invited 
to contribute. Last May, at the time of his 
retirement, trustees voted to name the 
Planetarium workshop rooms for him, 
designating them as the John Patterson 
Laboratory. Ironically, a plaque to com- 
memorate the occasion was installed only 
weeks before his death when he was too 
ill to attend ceremonies, although he was 
delighted to see pictures of the completed 
installation.

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EPILOGUE 


Reading the diaries leaves two strong impressions. One is the 
importance of family which comes through strongly in all the writing. 
Second, is the size and importance of the tailoring business established by 
John Patterson. The weekly payroll for one week in June, 1890, was $3,000. 
Many of New York wealthiest ordered their staff's liveries there -Vanderbilt, 
Astor, Whitney - are all mentioned. Members of the firm went to Cuba and 
West Point to take orders. 


When all the available information is put together, one is left intrigued 
by what is not known. Research through Scottish records in 1986 produced 
no evidence of F. F. Macnee’s birth in Glasgow in 1846 (as recorded in the 
Family Bible) or of his presence in the family home until 1871 when he was 
24. His mother, Georgina, was married to Robert Macnee in 1848 which 
left room for speculation. Now, thanks to some very recent work done by 
George Taylor, we probably have found the answers. The 1861 census 
showed Forrest, age 14, a boarder at Dollar Academy. His unusual Christian 
names were the clues that let George to search the 1851 census under those 
names, and sure enough, there was a 5 year old Forrest Frew boarded out in 
Edinburgh. It is likely that his father was Forrest Frew, a Glasgow business 
man, and he must have been responsible for the school fees, etc . 


There are still many unknowns. Who are “the poor souls” in 
Manchester, Maggie MacAdam and Andrew? Maybe they are descendants 
of Georgina’s older brother John. And how do the Misses Mclachlans of 
. Sloane Square, London, fit into the family tree? What was the cause of 
James’ mental problems (His last years, 1890-94, were spent in an asylum.) 
What is of the significance of John Patterson’s single entry for October 19, 
1886*Night of sorrow"? Who were Aunt Elizabeth, Bob Patterson, and 
countless others. It would seem that we will never have all the answers , but 
this collection of "family facts" might lead to the discovery of more.

She does not appear in 
our files and does not seem to have been buried in a local cemetery. I can confirm that Margaret's sisters, 
Mary A.. Jane, Eliza and the Mary Davidson who died in 1878 are all buried in Lakeview Cemetery. 


There is a John Davidson in the file, who may be the son you mentioned [d. 1947, m.Ellen (Nellie) 
Gertrude Bliss], but no parents names are given, so I have no way to be sure. 


As for Forrest Macnee, І do have his obituary, but nothing else. I have transcribed it for you from the 
April 12, 1962 edition of the New Canaan Advertiser: 


Forrest Frew Macnee of Laurel Road, a long-time resident of New Canaan, died Friday at the age of 72 
following a heart attack. 


Born April 23, 1889, in New York City, he was a graduate of Williams College, class of 1911, and, 
priorto his retirement last June, had been engaged in the wollen textile business in New York for many 


years. He was former member of the Country Club of New Canaan. 


His wife, Mrs. Ellen Breck Macnee, predeceased him. 


Surviving are a son, Allan Macnee of Ann Arbor, Mich; a daughter, Mrs. Timothy Coggeshall of 
Dedham, Mass.; and eight grandchildren. 


Services were held Wednesday morning at the Franklin Hoyt Funeral Home with the Rev. Loring C. 
Chase, pastor of the Congregational Church, officiating. Interment took place privately.
